MENTS AT WINDSOR CASTLE. 


Where Foreign Potentates Are Enter 
tained—Queen Alexandra’s Treas- 
re» Mgus: 


China—Envied by” French Royal- 
ists—Drawing Rooms at the Castle.

: The-Aprivater aphrtmbnts which are 
occupied by Their Majesties King 
Edward and Queen", Alexandra when 
the eourt is in resfdertce ‘at . Windsor 
. Castle are separate and distinct from 
what are known as the state apart- 
anents, which the public is permitted 
to see, on frequent occasions.. The 
private apartments, says G. Aston, 
writing in The Woman At, Home,’ lie 
‘beyond the state -réception-rodms ‘ad. 
yoining the Waterloo chamber and 
are entered by a massive oak door 
*hat moves easily and_ readily on 
wheeled hjnges. This door.opens on 
to a. short corridor that has recently 
been converted into what is prob- 
ably the most magnificent china clos- 
et in the world; it contains. in elec- 
Arically-lighted cabinets at either side 
-of:the marble walls some hundred sets 
of Sevres, Worcester .and Chelsea 
china, each set having a long and in- 
teresting history of its own and each 
absolutely perfect.” 
Rare China. ,- | 
The china closet ‘opens on to the 
long corridor which -runs the whole 
length -of the private apartments, 
_ and the plan of its arrangement was 
mainly devised by. Queen Alexandra. 
The long corridor is a treasure house 
of inexhaustible , interes’: Picture a 
corridor some 400 yards long, lined 
_on either. side with pictures, cabinets, 
chairs, txbles, clocks, ornaments of 
silver and gold and every article the 
product of an artist famous all the 
world over, and replete with histori- 
cal intérest. Queen Alexandra spent 
..several months planning how these 
treasures should be placed, and when 
the work of srragging these was fin- 
ally begun a daily report of its pro- 
gress was submitted to her. In this 
corridor Queen Alexandra sometimes 
entertains at afternoon tea a few 
guests who have the privilege of be- 
ing on terms of intimacy with Her 
Majesty, 
On the right of the long corridor 
lie the three rooms chiefly used by 
Queen Alexandra. These are known 


as the white, the green and the. crim-- 


son drawing-rooms, from the coloring 
that is generally observed in each. 
The white drawing:room is, perhaps, 
the most stately and magnificent of 
the three, and is used mainly when 
their Majesties, are entertaining a 
large party of guests at Windsor. 
When foreign royalties are being en- 
rtertained at Windsor Castle, it is in 
‘the white drawing-room that they 
““Syisit’’ Her Majesty. During the visit 
cf a European sovereign to Windsor, 
the ordinary routine life of the court 
as considerably alteréd. The state 
vapartments, which, at ordinary times, 
“are never used, are occupied on such 
occasions ‘by the royal visitors, who 
are “‘visited”’ there by the King and 
Queen; in their turn the royal visi- 
tors ‘‘visit’’ King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra, and it is on these occa- 
sions that the white drawing-room is 
chiefly used. ; 
Best Liked. 

The crimson’ and green drawing- 
“rooms are the Queen’s favorite apart- 
ments. From the former a lovely view 
is obtained, and it is Her Majesty’s 
favorite room at Windsor. Though the 
crimson drawing-room is, of course, of 
considerable size and very beautifully 
furnished, it has, perhaps, a more 
homely appearance than the others, 
and contains more of Her Majesty’s 
personal possessions than any other 
room in Windsor Castle. It was in 
this room that the Princesses Patri- 
‘cia and Victoria of Connaught took 
their first dancing lesson, in the pres- 
ence of the Queen, and it is here that 
Her Majesty entertains her guests in 
the evenings when the party at Wind- 
sor is a small one. The green draw- 
ing-toom is also used a great deal by 
Her Majesty, but ‘it is more stately 
in appearance than the crimson draw- 
dng-room. It is upholstered through- 
out with green damask silk, and con- 
tains several beautiful cabinets filled 
with Sevres china. These were origin- 
ally intended to be placed in the 
china closet, but the collection took 
up more room than it was anticipated 
it would, and the remaining portion 
of it was therefore placed in the green 
lrawing-room. The great@bject of in- 
terest, however, in this apartment is 
tthe model of the figure of Louis XV., 
by Giradon, which stood in the .Placa 
Vendome in Paris. It is the only 
model in existence of that wonderful 
piece of work, and is at once the de- 
. Spair and envy of French royalists 
who come to stay at Windsor Castle.

In that courthouse a judge sits—an 
Englishman—who receives his com- 
mission from His Majesty the King.”

Happily, I was able~ to 
obtain the freedom of the woman for 
whom I was pleading by proving that 
she had been illegally purchased in 
the first instance. But for slaves not 
acquired in contravention of the de- 
crees of the Sultan of Zanzibar there 
is absolutely no remedy. 

The Union Jack may fly as proudly 
as it pleases over the court house; 
the slay inay fall down as in the 
melodrama and cry: “Here at least 
I am safe!’’ but it will all be in vain.

FAMOUS DETECTIVE RETIRES. | 


Inspector ‘Arrow Leaves London to 
Organize: Spanish Police. 


Chief Inspector Arrow, one. of the 
cleverest detectives at New Scotland 
Yard, retired om a pension. 

Twenty-six years’ service in the de- 
tective force, and a career distin 
guished by a series of professiona) 
triumphs, iis the, record which he wilt 
take with him to Barcelona, where 
he has heen engaged at a large salary 
to. inaugurate. and’ control a depart- 
ment fashioned on the same lines as 
that ‘at Scotland Yard. 

Mr. Arrow’s long list of successes aa 
a detective began in 1886 with the 
gigantic watch fraud in Geneva, and. 
as the result of his investigation. 
two notorious swindlers were arrest- 
éd in Brussels. In 1904 the mysteri- 
ous disappearance of the Nelson re- 
lies from Greenwich College caused 
a sensation. Arrow was successful 
in recovering the whole of the pro- 
perty, besides arresting the thief. 

Another case in the same year which 
required much hard work was the 
racing sweepstakes swindle, engineer- 
ed from Middelburg, and the capture 
of the Mackenzie gang put an end to 
a fraud: by which thousands of punt- 
ers were robbed by means of placing 
winners of prominent races in coupon 
competitions. Another, successful coup 
was placed to his credit when he ar- 
res Dr. Bridgewater and his con- 
federatés — a band of ‘the cleverest 
criminals known in. modern times— 
for wholesale cheque forgeries. 

While in charge of the detective 
staff at Vine street Mr. Arrow’s ener- 
gies were directed’ to the suppression 
of gambling clubs in the West end 
and it is due to. him that. these once 
thriving dens are now but rarely 
heard of. During his service in the 
Metropolitan force he received the 
personal thanks of the Queen for ser- 
vices rendered to Her Majesty. 

Inspector Arrow’s colleagues have 
presented him with a silver tea ser- 
vice as. a souvenir of his popularity 
aici of the esteem jin .which he ie 
eld. 


DISMANTLED OFF CAPE HORN. 


English Ship Finally Towed Into Har- 
bor After Stirring Voyage, 


A thrilling account of the sufferings 
of the crew of the sailing ship. Dyno- 
mene, which left the Tyne for San 
Francisco, has been received at South 
Shields by the parents of John Pat- 
terson, whose son was on board. When 
off Cape Horn the vessel encountered 
a terrific storm, the sea running 
mountains high. Every stitch of can- 
vas was torn into ribbons, and all 
movable articles weré. swept off-the 
decks. The huge iren--jibboom was 
cut clean off-by a big sea, whilst an- 
other wrecked the meat safé, which 
weighed over a ton. Three of the 
seamen were terribly injured. Two 
managed to crawl under the fore- 
castle head for shelter, but the third 
was washed about the deck, And fin- 
ally got jammed between the foremast 
and the winch. on 

The master, second mate, and young 
Patterson crawled on their hands and 
knees and dragged the poor fellow 

y the legs into a place of safety. 
He was unconscious. When daylight 
came the vessel was almost a wreck. 
One ofthe yards had crashed through 
the deckhouse top, another had shat- 
tered the lifeboats. the tarpaulin was 
ripped off the hatches, and the decks 
were full of water fore and aft. A 
young sailor fell from the rigging in- 
to the tempestuous sea and was never 


seen again. The gale subsided slight- . 


ly, and iW trying to make Port Stan- 
ley, Falkland Islands, the ship Dea- 
con came in sight. and the master 
offered to take off the erew, but this 
was refused. A squall’ then sprang 
up, and as the crippled vessel was 
being buffeted about it was sighted
